We  placed  them  under  Incomparabilis 
last  year,  but  as  they  produce  from  2  to  5  flowers  per  stem, 
they  would  fit  better  under  Poetaz,  were  it  not  for  the  fact 
that  the  florets  are  so  large  that  there  is  no  comparison 
with  the  usual  Poetaz  varieties.

In  color,  size  and  form 
it  suggests  Sir  Watkin  unmistakably;  also  in 
length  of  stem  and  foliage.  Sir  Watkin  prob¬ 
ably  was  one  of  the  parents  and  a  Poetaz  for 
the  other,  as  it  has  the  latter’s  mild  perfume.
